General principles to be followed in the disposal 
of cases referred to in A. I« 1. 173. 

The conditions under \7hicli the pensions for disabilities 
aggravated by held service are granted are laid down in Army 
Department letter No 1825, dated the 7th Febrnary 1917 (India 
Army Order 797' of ^ 1917). Only those cases where a man has 
spent lcs‘; than 8 months on Held service will be submitted to Army 
Commanders for decision. Unless a roan has spent at least three 
months on 4^j^ld service, no disability pension is ordinarily admis* 
sible; but ff the Invaliding Board^ certiRes that the disability 
would -not have occiQed under the ordinary conditions of life 
during peace to such an extent as to necessitate the man being 
inyalided from the service such a pension should ordinarily be 
granted. Por example, prior to proceeding on field service a man 
may be suffering from some dormant disease which 'under 
ordinary conditicfts never have appeared or would not have 

prevented him from completing snlBcient service for pension. The 
rigours of field service, however, aggravate the disease to such an 
extent as io necessitate his being invalided from the service. In 
such a case^ a disability pension under the letter referred to above 
would be admtsaible. In other cases, where the Invaliding Board 
certify that the disability would have occurred under peace condi- 
tions, no disability pension would be admissible. Snch men should, 
be discharged with the invalid gratuity or retiring pension that 
they may have earned by length of service under the provisions- 
of paragraph lOil-A, Army Regulations, India Volume I.

jtfo. 6-14. — Tlie Governor General in Council is pleased to an- 
jionnce that the Right Honoutahlo the Secretary of State for India 
has approved an ii'Cica*‘C of pay for British soldiers in India as 
follows 

1. From the 306h September 1917 and for- the remaining' 
period of the present war, the qualifying period f(»r the^ grant of 
proficiency pay . as required by Army llegnlations, India, Volume 
I) shall be reduced from 2 jears to C months, subject,^ in the 
oase of those enlisted as boys, to the additional modification that 
they must have attaiued the age of IBI } cars instead of 20 yeaxa 
as hitherto, and proficiency pay shall bcTissued to all soldiers eligi- 
ble for that emolument who on or after the 29th September 1917 
have fulfilled the conditions for the grant of proficiency pay as 
now modified. 

2. In the case of soldiers who arc in reci>ipt of the rates of 
pay laid down in Army Regulations, India, Volume I, the issue 
of separation allov/ance* shall,'from the 39th September 19l7, and 
for the temaining period of the present war, cease to bo dependent 
on the soldier mamng an allotment of his pay. 

Where the wife or dependant of such a soldier was in receipt 
of reparation allowance on the 2nd December lyl7, or subsequently

The following instructions dealing with the correspondence of 
prisoners of war in India are published in substitution of aU 
previous orders issued on the subject. They apply, except where 
otherwise stated, to ptisoners of war of all nationalities :~* 

(1) NoMDEU op letters PERMITTBU. 

(a) Oerman^and^Jtisirtan prisoners are permitted to send four 
letters only in each month, each on two sides 'of a double sheet or 
two single sheets of regulation note paper. Tin'f number includes 
both inland and foreign letlors, business letters' [see clause (0)] 
and, save in very exceptional circumstances, letters to neural 
Consulates.

With the approval of the Right Hon*ble the Secretary of 
State for India, sanction is accorded to the introduction of the 
following new rales for the grant of wound, injury and dis- 
ability pensions to Indian officers of the’ .Indian Army, with e^Eect 
from the 4th August 191 -I 

Rule I -^Qlamfication of degrte of injury. — Id the -case 
of Indian officers the amount of wound and Injury pensions 
depends on the following claesi&cation oi degrees of injuries 
received or illness contracted : — 

Firai dayretf.'— Loss of an eye, or limb, or the use of a limb ; 

^ or bodily injury certified by the military medical board to be 
Y equivalent to the^loss of a limb. ' • 

Second degree — Bodily injury certified by the military medical 
board to be very severe, though not equivalent to the loss of a 
limb. 

Third degree —(a) A wound or injury sustained on field servico 
which, though of a less serious nature than a wound or injury 
of the first or second degree, still necdsjitatea the offi'.er being 
invalided out of the service ; or 

(^) A bodily disability which can bo traced to fatigue, priva- 
tion or exposure due to field service, and which necc^-itates the 
officer being invalided out of the service ; provided that in those 
cases where the medical board certifies that the bodily disability, * 
incurred as stated in thisclause, is equivalent to that of an injury

I have the hoaoar to inform joa thatj in Bapersession of tho 
orders contained in Army Department letter No. H.-715, dated

For every 400 or fraction of 400 men belonging to or attached 
to the battalion^ who are actually serving overseas or are sunemu- 
merary to the establishment in India, Rs. 30. 

(ii) Fob EAcn Indian Infantry Dbpot. * 

For every 400,*or fraction of 400 men in excess of 1,000 be- 
longing to the unit of the depdt, who are actually^ serving overseas 
or are supernumerary to the establishment in India, Rs, 80. 

^ 2. As,^with effect from the Ist October 1917, the depot duties 

in connection with men attached to regiments other than their 
own on fipl(^servic 0 will generally be performed by the men’s 
permanent uhit, or by the depot of their permanent unit* {vide 
Department letter No. 12840, dated the 27th Augnstl917), 
after that date men attached to a unit overseas will not, foV the 
allowance, be included in the strength of the depot 
of the unit to which they are attached. In cases, however, where 
t 6. accounts and administrative work in connection with attached 
^ performed by the depot of the unit to which they are 
attached, the allowance on account of such men will be drawn by 
the depot of the unit to which they are attached.

Amendment to Army Regulations, India, Volume I. 

In paragraph 1066 for the words ''family penbions^' in line 1 
read ‘'pensipns fpr the support of the family.'* 

Second clause, paragraph 1068, is reconstructed as follows ; — 

“ If no nomination is made, or if, at the date on which the 
claim to pension is investigated, the nominated heir is disqualified, 
the pension will be admissible to the living relative highest in the 
list in paragraph 1067, or if that relative is ineligible, to the next 
in order." > 

Paragraph 1069 is reconstructed as follows ; — 

“The ^grant of family pension is for' life, subject to the follow 
ing rebtrictions 

(») A pension is given to a son until the age of 1 5 years only, 
unless he Is a crippleor otherwise physically or mentally 
nnable to support himself, in which case it can be 
given for life. 

(ti) A pension is given to a father only after the age of 50 
years ; before that age, only if be is (a) a cnpple or 
otherwise physically or mentally unable to support 
himself, or (d) if and for so long as the deceased's 
widow, not being re>married, or auy sous of the 
deceased soldier under 18 jeai-s of age, or over 18 years 
but physically or mentally incapacitated, or any unmar« 
ried daughter are being supported by him. If under 
this rule the pension ceases before the ago of 50, it 
• will be resumed on bis attaining that age. 

(in') A pension to a female ceases on marriage, or, in tho case 
of a widow, on re«marriagc. In special cases where 
minor sons or sons over age bot physically or mentally 
incapacitated or uninarricd daughters (tho uidovv 
being dead or having forfeited her pension) are in 
necessitous circumstances; tho Government of India 
will consider the propriety ot continuing tho family 
l>CQEion to such persons and for such a period as they 
may think fit. 

(ic) Except where specially provided for, a pension cannot be 
iransferred, and c'cases altogether on the death of the 
original recipient. 

(r) Government c*a at any lime witLUold or stop the pay- 
ment of a pensicn for grave inijcondact. - 
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(ci) Subject to («i»V) the iaoo pewon CMUMt hold two Got- 
cmmcut peuidons at tho Mine time. The pension least 
udranUgcous mmt he surrendered. 

(oil) Subject to (om*) a pension merges la tho pay of any 
appointment under Government,- but if such pension 
exceeds such pajr, the heir will receive tho half of such 
pension in addition to pay.

XoeZ'Up and eel/s — Should be ^uilt in lime with brick flat 
floors, and roof should be proof against ogress. 

Jiaiton stores. — These should be built of burnt brick in mud. 
R(^fs should he bmlt as specifi^ for barracks; floors should be 
brick flat on concrete, if conMilered neces-ary. 

Interior walls may bo lime pointed up to 4* or 5' ab<?ve plinth. 

^Should be Luilt on the lines of the above speclflci- 
t.ons with pucca floors.
